The committee on resolu­ 
tions reported as follows: 
Whereas, the present condition ^ 
of the cotton market is deplorable ( 
and means 
bankruptcy to 
the 
^»uth 
unless some 
solution 
is 
promptly had of the problems now 
confront ing 
the 
entire 
South. 
We believe that 110 relief 
may 
now be expected from the Nation­ 
al Government, nor thru the Nat­ 
ional banks by the 
issuance of 
emergency currency, or otherwise, 
that it now rests with the several 
states of the South to meet and | 
save the situation that they can 
do by united effort; and, whereas, 
Texas has passed an emergency 
Warehouse bill to make warehouse 
receipts negotiable, proper 
safe­ 
guards have been provided under 
state supervision ; and, 
whereas, 
the Buy-a-Bale movement for the 
taking over of distressed cotton 
at ten cents and holding same off 
the market is causing the spinners j 
to sit up and take notice, that the ¡ 
¡South is not going to surrender 
hthoqt a fight; and, 
Whereas, there are other means 
that may be inaugurated to help 
produce a fair m arket 
for 
the 
1914 crop, such as the curtailment 
of the cotton acreage for 1915, 
and the creation of a central state 
bank, with adequate capital to ad­ 
vance a reasonable amount on cot­ 
ton warehouse receipts, a thing 
tfiat the national banks are not, go­ 
ing to d o ; 
Now, therefore, be it resolved 
by the farmers and business men 
of Comanche county in mass meet­ 
ing assembled to send delegates to 
the state meet at Austin to devise 
Jvays and means to fully meet the 
situation, we heartily endorse the 
Buy-a-Bale movement at ten cents, 
and urge everyone who possibly 
can to buy one or more bales at 
leu cents and hold same off the 
m arket; and urge th a t every mer­ 
chant in Texas write his jobbers 
and wholesale dealers to join the 
Buy-a-Bale movement, buying at 
least one bale of ten cent cotton 
for each one thousand dollars of 
his capital stock, and we urge ev­ 
ery farmer that is out of debt to 
hold his cotton off the market un­ 
til 10 cents or better can be had 
therefor. 
#Be it further resolved that we 
heartily endorse the suggestion of 
Governor Colquitt for the estab­ 
lishment of a central state bank 
with sufficient capital to advance

The much-heralded hill creating 
the bank of Texas, which institu­ 
tion Governor Colquitt has declar­ 
ed would rival the Bank of Kn 
gland if established, was introduc­ 
ed in the lower house this after­ 
noon by Representative Calvin of 
Harris county. Governor Colquitt 
sent in his message at the morning 
session asking that such legisla­ 
tion be considered and the bill, 
which was prepared by the attor­ 
ney general’s department, accom­ 
panied it. 
It was turned over to 
Calvin to be formally introduced. 
The introduction of 
the 
bill 
means one of two things—either 
another special 
session 
will he 
called or the bill will not be pass­ 
ed. 
It is universally believed to 
be absolutely impossible to act on 
it before the automatic adjourn­ 
ment of the present session. 
The permanent warehouse hill, 
substantially as drawn by Clar­ 
ence Ousley, passed the house this 
morning by a vote of 95 to 18. 
This gives it the required 
two- 
thirds in the house. 
Jt now goes 
to the senate for action. 
The Cope Bill, providing for the 
divorcement of cotton 
seed 
oil 
mills and cotton gins when owned 
by corporations, passed the house 
this morning. 
The Burgess hill, regulating the 
passing of counterfeit money of 
a foreign nation was signed by the 
governor today. 
Action on the Woods bill am­ 
ending the present warehouse law. 
and the Humphrey bill, designed 
to prevent interlocking director­ 
ates in cotton seed oil mills and 
cotton gins, were carried over un­ 
til tomorrow. Humphrey attem pt­ 
ed to call up this afternoon his 
motion to adjourn 
sine die 
011 
Sept. 19, but was prevented by a 
motion to adjourn 
until 
tomor­ 
row. 
An effort is being made to have 
an informal conference tonight of 
those who are opposed to the kind 
of legislation proposed in the state 
bank measure, in order that its 
provisions might be fully discuss­ 
ed. 
Some of the most substantial 
men in the house are opposed to it, 
including such men 
as 
Savage, 
Tillotson, Kirby, Burmeister and 
a number of others. 
Both Tillot­ 
son and Kirby are members of the 
committee 011 banks and banking, 
to which the bill has been refer­ 
red.

In order to distribute and equal­ 
ize as far as possible the great bur­ 
den now upon

from the absence of a cotton m ar­ 
ket, and to assist in holding tho 
tremendous surplus of cotton now 
apparent over the present demand, 
until the remainder cr.n he dis­ 
posed of, we, the undersigned men 
and women of all classes hereby 
agree to form the Comanche Ten- 
Cent Got ton Club. 
1. We each agree to buy one or 
more bales of cotton at ten cents 
per pound, the number designat­ 
ed opposite each signature. 
2. We agree to hold said cotton 
off the market until crop statis­ 
tics show that one-half of the crop 
of 1914 lias been marketed by the 
farmers. 
3. Each of us agrees to reduce 
the acreage to he planted in cotton 
next year by not less than one- 
third of that planted the present 
year, or, if we are not farm own­ 
ers, we agre«* to use our influence 
so far as may be in securing said 
reduction. 
We recommend that a meeting 
be held as soon as 100 bales shall 
he subscribed hereto, for the pur­ 
pose of organizing said club, the 
election of officers and a hoard of 
directors, who shall serve without 
compensation, and 
who do 
not 
hold any indebtedness secured by 
cotton mortgages, to arrange for 
an equitable distribution of 
the 
purchases of cotton made hereun 
der among the 
farmers of 
the 
county whose necessities may re­ 
quire it, and also to secure all sub­ 
scriptions possible.

clined to confess his folly in not 
having bought five. 
To he sure, 
this is no time to clip a private 
profit from a public misfortune. 
One ought to he so responsive to 
the call of patriotic duty as to be 
in no need of the spur of a chance 
to gain. Still, we believe that with 
in a year a bale of middling cotton 
is so certain to he worth consider­ 
ably more than $50 that even the 
man who Scorns an opportunity to 
profit will nevertheless he unable 
to avoid having it overtake and 
seize him.

County Attorney Victim of Shoot­ 
ing Affray. 
As a result of a shooting affray 
in Menard Thursday, Sept. 10th, 
County Attorney Fred R. King is 
dead and City' Marshall 
Fran if 
Hamby is confined in the county 
jail, charged with murder. 
The full particulars of flu* trag­ 
edy are not known here, but from 
the most reliable sources obtain­ 
able, it seems that, there has been 
| p feeling existing 
between 
tin* 
two men for some time. 
From the best information which 
can be gathered, it is understood 
thal Hamby had discovered King 
gambling a few days ago, and had 
made remarks about the occur­ 
rence 011 the streets. 
When the 
two men met 011 one of the princi­ 
pal streets Wednesday a 
tight 
took place, in which Hamby w;/ 
beaten. 
Friends 
separated 
the 
two men and it was thought that 


110 further trouble would result. 
Thursday morning shortly before 
11 :()() o ’clock King walked into 
th** Legal Tender saloon, passing 


011 through to tin* rear of the build 
mg and then turned back toward 
the front door, and immediately 
in front of the bar, Ilamby walked 
in at the front door. 
According 
to the statement of an eye witness, 
Hamby is alleged to have drawn 
bis revolver 
011 
seeing 
King, 
while King ran toward 
Hamby 
and attempted to take the 
gun 
away from him. 
In the struggle 
which foliow*ed two 
shots 
were 
fired, one of the bullets striking 
King in the lower bowels and the 
other in the breast. 
He sank to 
the floor and died w ithin five min- 
» utes. 
Sheriff Spiller being out of the 
<dty at the time of the shooting, 
Marshall Hamby 
walked to tin* 
jail and locked himself in a cell 
to await examining trial, which 
will probably be held tomorrow. 
King was a young man, proba­ 
bly 30 or 35 y**ars of age, and was 
married about a year ago to Miss 
Pearl Lemons of this city. He has 
served as county attorney for the 
past several years and is said to 
have been an able and fearless 
prosecutor.—Brady Standard.

House Refuses to Approve of Hen­ 
r y ’s Plan. 
The house has refused to en 
dorse the Henry bill now pending 
in congress which measure pro­ 
vides for the issuance of $2,000.- 
000,000 in currency to be loaned 
to the farmers of 
the 
country 
bas«*d on 75 per cent of the value 
of th«*ir cotton and other agricul­ 
tural products. This endorsement 
was contained in the Dove resolu­ 
tion which was up for considera­ 
tion during the morning session 
yesterday and which consumed 2 
hours of the afternoon session in 
debate. 
Representative Tarver 
offered 
an amendment to the resolution 
striking out that portion contain­ 
ing the reference to the Henry bill. 
This amendment provoked a de­ 
bate and was finally adopted by a 
vote of 54 to 37. The resolution, 
minus 
the endorsement of the 
Henry hill was then adopted by a 
vote of 55 to 34. 
As adopted the Dove resolution 
merely asks congress and Secre­ 
tary of the Treasurer McAdoo to 
use all possible haste in dealing 
with the cotton situation, and the 
speedy enactment of such laws as 
will direct the secretary of the 
treasurer in the deposit of suffi­ 
cient 
government 
funds in the 
banks for the purpose of loaning

A Broader Sphere for Religion. 
New Field for the Rural 
Church. 


(By Peter Radford.) 


The social duty of the rural 
church is as much a part of its 
obligations as its spiritual side. 
In expressing its social interest 
the modern rural church does not 
hesitate to claim that it is ex­ 
pressing a true religious instinct 
and the old-time idea that the 
social instincts should be starved 
while the spiritual nature was 
over-fed 
with 
solid 
theological 
food, is fast giving way to a 
broader 
interpretation 
of 
the 
functions of true religion. 
We 
take our place in the succession 
of those who have sought to 
make the world a fit habitation 
tor the children of man when we 
seek to study and understand the 
social duty of the rural church. 


The true Christian religion is es­ 
sentially 
social— its 
tenets 
of 
faith being love and brotherhood 
and fellowship. 
While following 
after righteousness, the church 
must challenge and seek to re­ 
form that social order in which 
tnoral life is expressed. 
While 
cherishing ideals of service, the 
rural church which attains the 
fullest measure of success is that 
which enriches as many lives as 
it can touch, and in no way can 
the church come in close contact 
with its members as through the 
avenue of social functions. 
The country town and the rur­ 
al community need a social cent­ 
er. 
I he church need offer no 
apology for its ambition to fill 
this need in the community, if an 
understanding 
of 
its 
mission 
brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness. 
1 he structure of a rural com­ 
munity is exceedingly complex; 
it contains many social groups, 
each of which has its own cent­ 
er. but there are many localities 
which have but one church and 
although such a church cannot 
command the interest of all the 
people, it is relieved from the 
embarrassment of religiously di­ 
vided communities. 
Social Needs Imperative. 
The average country boy and 
girl have very little opportunity 
for real enjoyment, and have, as 
a rule, a vague conception of the 
meaning of pleasure and recrea­ 
tion. 
It is to .fill this void in the 
lives of country youth that the 
rural church has risen to the ne- 
cessityv °f 
providing 
entertain­ 
ment as well as instruction to its 
membership among the young. 
The children and young people 
of the church should meet when 
religion is not even mentioned. 
It has been found safest for them 
to meet frequently under the di­ 
rection and care of the church. 
To send them into the world with 
no social training exposes them 
to grave perils and to try to 
keep them out of the world with 
no social privileges is sheer folly. 
There is a social nature to both 
old and young, but the social re­ 
quirements of the young are im­ 
perative. 
The church must pro­ 
vide directly or indirectly sonic 
modern equivalent for the husk­ 
ing bee, the quilting bee and the 
singing schools of the old days. 
In one way or another the social 
instincts of our young people 
must have opportunity for ex­ 
pression, 
which 
may 
take 
the 
form of clubs, parties, picnics or 
other forms of amusements. 
One 
thing is certain, and that is that 
the church cannot take away the 
dance, the card party and the 
theatre unless it can offer in its 
place a satisfying substitute in 
the form of more pleasing recre­ 
ation.

The St. Louis and Texas Limit­ 
ed wras wrecked early 
Tuesday 
morning near Lebanon, Missouri. 
Eighteen persons 
were 
injured 
and twenty killed outwright. The 
wreck was caused by heavy rains 
filling the cuts along the tracks. 
In this place there had been a reg 
ular cloudburst, filling the hollow 
above the railroad track and un­ 
dermining its foundation so that 
as the train passed over it gave 
way under it. 
The engineer a t­ 
tempted to pass over

merged portion and as the chair 
and smoking ear were in the deep­ 
est part of the temporary lake the 
track gave way and the hindmost 
cars were completely submerged.

totals, 
hut in 
more farm products, which makes 
these totals possible, that our well 
being is not based upon the ex­ 
pertness of the merchandiser, but 
upon the efficiency index of the 
farmer. 
Henry Kxall sought to 
raise this efficiency index, meas­ 
urable in the net profit per acre 
taken out of the soil in field crops 
or live stock production, and to 
that end he gave the Texas Indus 
trial (’ongress the mission of act­ 
ing as the business m an’s agency 
in bringing About proper Seed He 
lection, right 
cultural 
methods, 
censorvatiug of fertility, crop ro 
tat ion and diversification. Henry 
Exalt pointed th** way in the crop 
contests, giving the same impor­ 
tance to cotton, corn, the graui- 
sorghums, and 
eowpeas, 
all of 
them feed for live stock. 
Death 
called him when this vital work 
was well outlined but only just 
begun. 
Now 
comes a great 
crisis, a 
world-wide war, to stress, in f*e 
trenchments and hardships, 
the 
lessons that he taught. The cities 
are again reminded that the total?- 
per month of their building per­ 
mits are unimportant in cotnpnri 
son with the solvency and pros­ 
perity o!' John Jones, and Henry 
Smith, tillers of the quiet countr\ 
side, who must even shelter their 
work animals behind pole wind­ 
breaks. 
The convulsions of th* 
nations is enforcing the 
vange*’ 
of our visioner of progress. 
Some of the lessons of Henry 
Exall, driven home by the Euro­ 
pean war, that we must gi\** to 
cotton an importance no great' r 
than that we give to 
eorn, 
the 
grnin-sorghums, and cow pea hay; 
that we must raise larger yields 
per acre so that the cost of pro­ 
duction may he low«*red and our i 
farmers be enabled to feed live 
stock in competition 
with 
the 
states in the eorn belt. 
We must 
see that tins work is not so rune! 
philantrophy to others as a ne­ 
cessity to ourselves. 
Every man 
must, in his way, become an Kx- 
all, giving of his time and sub* 
stance, as an investment in his own 
business, to the movenn rft for a 
livestock industry, whieh means a 
low feed eost. only to be attained 
by high yields per acre. 
Colonel Exall was 
right, 
tin- 
high acre yield of 
feed 
stuffs, 
measured by the efficiency of farm­ 
ing, is the only k**v that will un­ 
lock the portals 
of 
prosperity. 
T e x a s must he taught now to ex­ 
change its 18-bushels 
yields of 
72-eent corn for 40-bushel yields 
of 46-eent corn, and other feeds in 
proportion, or we shall never p ro ­ 
bably feed live stock and double 
our income per farm. 
The European war, laying the 
necessity upon us of cutting down 
our cotton acreage next year, im­ 
poses the greater 
necessity 
of 
raising g n a t corn and grain-sor­ 
ghum crops at a cost of produc­ 
tion sufficiently low to enable us 
to keep at home the $-30,000,000 we 
send out of the state annually for 
feed, and to feed increased num­ 
bers of cattle and hogs cheaper 
than they can be fed in Ioxva and 
shipped to Texas. 
Therefore the battle of the Tex­ 
as Industrial Congress for b* tter 
yields per acre, as 
planned by 
H enry Kxall, takes on the sem­ 
blance of a holy war, and the bus­ 
iness man who does not enlist in 
it is surely, though perhaps u n ­ 
wittingly. inviting conditions of 
hunger and distress to the state.

Great Britain and the Cnitcd 
Staten arc the two greatest sugar 
im; orting countries of the world. 
They ar«* the only first-rank na 
tions that have adopted the pul icy 


o f permitmg other nations to »sup­ 
ply their sugar, instead of grow­ 
ing it at home. 
In 
the 
1 ’fitted 
States th«- policy will not g o into 
full effect until 1916, « hen sugar 
goes on the free lint. 
American 
growers st ill supply one half of the 
hugar used sb this country. On ac 
I* omit of th*- gr< i.ter popolat i n the 
United States m m 
much 
moro 
sugar than the United Kingdom, 
and the importations of the two 
countries «re nearly equal, each 
importing about 
2,000,(KM) 
tons 
yearly. 
Great Britain ordinarily buys 
1,500,000 tons of sugar from Con­ 
tinental Europe, nio«tly from Ger­ 
many and Austria-Hungary, while 
th*- United States takes n arly all 
of the Cuban crop of over 2,000,- 
000 tons a year. Last month Great 
Britain shut off from h**r Contin­ 
ental supplies, entered the New 
York market, bidding up prices 
nearly 3 cents a pound in h< r ea- 
gerness to obtain sugar, sinee that 
t ime purchases on British account 
have continued. 
Th«* reports of 
Willett r tirayfs 
Sugar 
Trade 
Journal show’s that British inter­ 
ests sinee August 1st have con 
tract***! for over 500,006 tens of 
sugar in various

A 900-pound cow will ordinar­ 
ily consume 30 pounds of sibig-- 
per day? a 1,200 pound cow about 
40 pounds. 
Yearlings will 
eat
